Business Group Estimates 
23,000 Have Returned to 
Work but 10,000 Have 
Walked Out—Fears In- 
dustrial Chaos. 


The serious labor problem arising 
various interpretations of 
clause 7 of the Industrial Recovery 
Act, which have engendered dis- 


putes between capital and labor 
and caused strikes in St. Louis as 
well as in many other parts of the 
country, has been referred directly 
to President Roosevelt for solution 
by the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce. 
Seeking clarification of the labor 
provision of the act, Jacob M. 
lashly, chairman of the board of 
irectors of the chamber, yesterday 
ps egraphed President Roosevelt re- 
huesting him to “direct such words 
as are necessary to the chiselers 
of labor as already have been di- 
rected to the chiselers of industry.” 
The telegram, authorized at a 
meeting of directors of the cham- 
ber, outlined the local situation and 
asserted that many workers are 
“being misled into devastating 
strikes under the impression given 
them that the Federal Government 
is back of the closed shop.” 


Cites Harmful Results. 


‘This development is creating a 
state of ruinous industrial chaos,” 
the message continued, “which will 
defeat every purpose of the drive 
fr prosperity unlegs the Govern- 
ment’s attitude and the labor pro- 
sions of the law are made per- 
-ly plain, from an authoritative 
burce.” 

In describing the St. Louis la- 
br situation, President Roosevelt 
was informed that the Chamber of 
Commerce estimated 23,000 persons 
have been put towork here through 
NRA activity but “approximately 
half of this accomplishment has 
been nullified by more than 10,000 
people going out on strikes.” 

The message stated that every 
substantial business interést in the 
ity has co-operated in the NRA 
program but that nearly 100 busi- 
ss enterprises are affected by the 
rikes. 

Employment on Merit. 

‘In our judgment,” the chamber 
tated, “neither patriotism nor the 
inherent desire to co-operate with 
the NRA program will induce in- 
dustry to surrender the right of 
tmployment on merit—for on that 
right rests the solid foundation of 
‘very industry and of all our prized 
American institutions.”

President Does Not Expect: 
Full Success in Six Months 


Prices Still Too Low, He Thinks, and Pur- 
chasing Power of the Country Needs 
to Be Greatly Increased. 


By CHARLES G. ROSS, 
Chief Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—It was 


made clear at the White House to- 
day that President Roosevelt, while 
still confident that his recovery 


program will bear its desired fruits, 
does not expect a full measure of 
success within the next six months 
or even the next year. 
Like Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, who 
| told a mass meeting in New York 
last night that the depression had 
been 25 per cent cured by the 
Roosevelt strategy, the President 
believes that progress as substan- 
tial as could reasonably be expect- 
ed is being made. 

He realizes, however, that the 
nation is still far short of the re- 
stored purchasing power which is 
the chief objective of the program. 
Men are going back to work and 
prices are being raised. But the 
President does not blink the fact 
that it will be impossible to put 
all the unemployed back to work 
by Jan. 1. Prices, he maintains, 
are still too low. The purchasing 
power of the farmer is still too low. 

Wheat and cotton prices—which 
this morning appeared to be upper- 
most in the President’s mind—are 
considerably higher than they were 


six months ago, but the lag is still 
too great to warrant expectations 
of 15-cent cotton or $1.25 wheat in 
the next three months. These: prices 
were thrown out at the White 
House simply by way of illustra- 
tion and not as indicative of any 
definite objective. 

Statistics just handed the Presi- 
dent by the Department of Agricul- 
ture and quoted by him today show 
an estimated gross income from 
farm products for 1933 of $6,100,- 
000,000. To this should be added 
about $200,000,000 the farmers will 
get from benefit payments on cot- 
ton, wheat and cattle. In comment- 
ing on these figures, the President 
said that while they compared fa- 
vorably with the $5,100,000,000 gross 
farm income last year, they indi- 
cated that the farmers were still 
far behind their pre-war purchas- 
ing power, when the farm income 
reathed more than nine billion dol- 
lars. 

The President said that if the 
pre-war purchasing power of the 
farmers were placed at an index 
figure of 100, the present figure 
would be about 66. Last March it 
was only 50. In others words, he 
said, farm purchasing power had 
climbed one-third of the way back 
to pre-war levels and still had two- 
thirds to go. 


WORRIED BUSINESS 
MAN FOUND DEAD, 
PISTOL AT HS SID 


Frank E. Williams Entered 
Candy Factory on Easton, 
Saying He Thought Bur- 
glars Had Broken In. 


Frank E. Williams, vice-president 
of the Atlas Novelty Candy Co., 
3811-17 Easton avenue, was found 
shot to death at his place of busi- 
ness early today, after telling an 
acquaintance he believed burglars 
were in the basement. Police re- 
ported indications pointed to sui- 
cide. 


Wayne Hancock, proprietor of a 
pool room at 3803 Easton avenue, 
hailed passing policemen at 12:30 a. 
m,. and told them Williams had en- 
tered the candy factory half an hour 
before carrying a revolver and a 
flashlight. Williams had asked him 
to stand guard at the front door, 
Hancock said, explaining that he 
thought burglars had broken in. 
Hancock had heard a shot, but hesi- 
tated to enter the darkened build- 
ing, being unarmed. 

The patrolmen, Robert Hawkins 
and Frank Sincic, found Williams 
dead at the foot of the basement 
stairs. There was a powderburned 
wound at the right temple, and the 
bullet had passed through the head. 
Bloodstains at the head of the stairs 
indicated that Williams had been 
shot at that point, and had toppled 
down into the basement. Wil- 
liams’ revolver, containing a_  dis- 
charged shell, and the flashlight 
were beside the body. The safe, in 
the first floor office, was unlocked, 
but apparently nothing had been 
taken and the officers found no 
trace of burglars. 

Williams, 53 years old, lived at 
1814A Wagoner place. A son, Ward 
Williams, told officers his father 
had been despondent over business. 
The policemen quoted the son as 
saying, “I was afraid he was going 
to do this Monday night, when he 
was especially low in spirit.”

THREE FUGITIVE 
CONVICTS SLAN BY 
LOUISIANA POSSE 


Three Others of Group of 
11 Which Fled Sunday 
From Penal Farm in Riot 


Are Recaptured. 


FOUR PREVIOUSLY 
KILLED IN BREAK 


Camp Captain, Two Guards 
and Escaping Felon Fa- 
tally Shot at Time Men 
Made Getaway. 


By the Associated Press. 

MARKSVILLE, La., Sept. 13.— 
Three escaped convicts were killed 
in a fight with possemen at Brouil- 
lette, Red River settlement near 
here, this afternoon, shortly after 
officers had captured three others 
of the group of 11 which fled from 
Angola Penal Farm in a riot last 
Sunday, in which four persons were 
killed, 

A report from Brouillette said 
several hundred possemen moved 
in on a wooded section to which 


the fleeing men had been traced, 
only to be met with rifle and shot- 
gun fire. 

The officers quickly returned the 
fire from behind a shelter of trees. 
When the firing ceased, the report 


_| said, three of the fugitives were 


found dead in the woodland hide- 
out. 

Earlier in the day deputies, after 
an exchange of fire, captured Bill 
Bryant and James C. Bird, both 
serving long terms for robbery, on 
the bank of the Red River near 
Brouillette, and shortly afterward 
Jimmy Dear, Rapids Parish robber, 
was taken into custody without re- 
sistance when he tried to trade his 
prison shotgun to a farmer for a 
rifle. 

The death list in Sunday’s break 
was increased to four yesterday 
when John R. Singleton, captain 
of Camp E, died of wounds. Two 
guards and an escaping convict 
were also shot to death. 

Meanwhile, it was disclosed in a 
confession by Marian Russell that 
the escape had been planned for 
two months and that she had 
smuggled a revolver to her hus- 
band on one of her visits to the 
prison. 

The body of a bloodhound used 
in trailing the men was found with 
its head crushed 10 miles east of 
Angola. Footprints of three men 
led away from the dog’s body. 


BANK ROBBED OF $46,000 
IN CASH AND SECURITIES 


Assistant Cashier Held Up by Four 
Men Who Had Hidden in 
Amery (Wis.) Depository.

AMERY Wis., Sept. 13.—Four 
masked and armed robbers today 
held up an assistant cashier of the 
Union State Bank and fled with 
$46,000 worth of cash and negotia- 
ble securities. They were believed 
by Melvin Passolt, chief of the Min- 
nesota Crime Bureau, to be the 
same men who robbed a railway ex- 
press agency in St. Paul Monday. 
The loot included between $11,000 
and $12,000 in cash and $35,000 in 
securities, most of them negotiable. 
The four men hid in the bank last 
night and overpowdered two em- 
ployes when they reported for 
work this morning.

CROWD TRAMPLED 
BY POLICE HORSES 


Spectators Frequently Block 
Line of March—Civilian 
Conservation Corps Gets 
Big Cheer. |

NEW YORK, Sept. 13—New 
York City witnessed today, in the 
interest of national industrial re- 
covery, what has been called the 
world’s greatest peace-time demon- 
stration, 

Major-General Dennis E. Nolan, 
the Grand Marshal, and an escort 
of mounted policemen swung out of 
Washington Square at 12:43 p. m., 
to start a march that was to take 


more than 250,000 persons before 
the reviewing eyes of the NRA 
Administrator and the Governors 
of New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut. 

Bands played martial music and 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” which 
was written aboard a British man 
of war 119 years ago today. 

Falling into line behind the 
Grand Marshal on Fifth avenue 
were 2500 soldiers, sailors, marines, 
reserve officers, naval reservists, 
national guardmen and civilian con- 
servationists, and then civilian units 
that represented every industry, 
business and profession of the met- 
ropolis. 

The last units were not expected 
to reach the reviewing stand in 
front of the Public Library at For- 
ty-Second street until after 7 p. m. 

A squadron of 80 airplanes, army 
and civilian, flew overhead. The 
navy airship, Macon, slid majesti- 
cally over the avenue. 

Ticker tape showered down from 
tall buildings. Spectators lined side- 
walks 10 deep, filled windows and 
perched atop roofs. 

As the head of the column went 
by the reviewing stand two waves 
of spectators, a mile long on either 
side, broke the police lines. Mount- 
ed officers spurred their horses up 
the avenue in close formation. Some 
persons were trampled. 

The first great cheer came from 
the thronged avenue with the ap- 
pearance of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps unit—youths of 17 to 23 
in brown uniform, carrying picks 
and shovels and a sign, “We Work 
for the NRA at a Dollar a Day.” 

Exchange Workers Boo. 

Cheers were broken when the 
Stock Exchange workers booed 
Mayor O’Brien, who has been ad- 
vocating a tax-program which Rich- 
ard Whitney, Stock Exchange pres- 
ident, said would drive brokers out 
of Wall Street. Gen. Johnson 
waved his arms to stop the booing, 
but it continued until the exchange 
workers had passed the stand. Curb 
and cotton exchange workers took 
up the booing and it continued for 
18 minutes. 

“The action is disgraceful, espe- 
cially on an occasion like this,” 
commented the Mayor. “The issue 
(involving the emergency tax mea- 
sures passed by the Board of Esti- 
mate yesterday) was clearly defined 
yesterday. Not onlyeis this an in- 
sult to President Roosevelt and the 
NRA, but a direct insult to Gen. 
Johnson.” 

Brokers on the March. 

Spectators standing behind the 

police line in the middle of Forty- 
second street, shoved forward by a 
surging mass, came near blocking 
the advance of marching investment

“Hold that line,” the brokers 
shouted to the policemen.

competition under the Recovery Ad- 


ministration, solidly demanded re- 
tention of the “merit clause” and 
also opposed representation of em- 
ployes on the central planning 
board. The employers also defend- 
ed the proposed hours and minimum 
wages in the code and asserted that, 
if that schedule were altered, the 
industry must operate at a loss. 
Cleveland A. Newton of St. Louis, 
representing the American Shoe 
Manufacturers’ Association, sub- 
mitted a brief, asserting that the 
“merit clause” was essential to com- 
plete the labor picture under the 
National Recovery Act. } 
“The Administration,” he _ said, 
“has repeatedly found it necessary 
to make public statements for the 
purpose of clearing away miscon- 
ceptions and misconstructions 
which have been placed upon the 
provisions of Section 7 of the Act. 
We respectfully urge that, to copy 
into this code the provisions of the 
Act which affirmatively and ex- 
pressly set forth the rights of the 
employe and omit from the code the 
legal rights of the employer, will 
lead to confusion and strife. 

Collective Bargaining. 
“The Act clearly grants the right 
of collective bargaining to the em- 
ploye. These protective provisions 
are expressly set forth in the code. 
But the picture is not complete 
without a clear portrayal also of 
those rights of the employer which 
are guaranteed by law and which 
were not repealed by the Recovery 
Act. These rights are not expressly 
set forth or even mentioned in the 
wording of the act, nevertheless 
they remain a part of the law of 
the land. 
“Under the law, the employer has 
ever had the right to select, re- 
tain and advance his employes for 
individual merit. 
“Unless the whole 
fairly presented in the code, dis- 
putes, misunderstandings and in- 
dustrial disturbances will progres- 
sively increase.” 
Newton said that, without the 
“merit clause,” the labor provis- 
ions of the code would be misun- 
derstood by the thousands of shoe 
workers in the country. Previously. 
he had told newspaper men that 
union organizers in the West and 
Southwest were telling employes 
they must join a union to retain 
their jobs, and that employers were 
finding it difficult to refute the 
organizers’ statements. 
Labor spokesmen of the industry 
are unitedly fighting the “merit 
clause” proposal.

Arbitration Board Had Ap-

PRICEDALE, Pa., Sept. 13.—Rep- 
resentatives of more than 30,000 soft 
coal miners voted unanimously to- 
day that the men lay down their 
tools until a bituminous coal code is 
signed. 

About 20,000 men already are out. 

Mére than 3000 men milled about 
outside Hungarian Hall, where the 
meeting was held, and cheered wild- 
ly when the decision was an- 
nounced. The throng then marched 
a half mile to Gaul’s Park for a 
mass meeting. 

Martin Ryan, leader of an “in- 
surgent” group, who.has urged the 
“holiday,” did not appear at the 
meeting. During the session a doz- 
en men were ejected for being 
drunk and disorderly. 

Thousands of miners in Western 
Pennsylvania’s soft coal fields al- 
ready laid down their tools today, 
in protest against delay in adoption 
of a code for the industry, as union 
chiefs gathered to decide whether 
or not the “holiday” should become 
general. 

- Even as the Pennsyivania coal 
arbitration board, set up by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, appealed to the men 
to stay on the job until] the code is 
finished, the walkout spread rapid- 
ly in three counties — Fayette, 
Washington and. Allegheny. In 
Westmoreland County, 4600 men 
went out Monday and Tuesday but 
no additional walkouts were report- 
ed today. Approximately 5000 men 
in 17 Washington County mines 
quit. About 4500 are out in Fay- 
ette County and 5000 in Allegheny. 

Insurgents Want Action. 

‘Six operations of the H. C. Frick 
Coke Co. are among the Fayette 
County workings to go out. At Co- 
lonial Mines Nos. 1 and 4, scenes 
of violence in last month’s strike, 
picket lines were established but no 
disorder was reported. 

Ryan has insisted that the min- 
ers declare a “holiday” until the 
code was adopted and Feeney urged 
the men to remain at work in ac- 
cordance with an agreement with

Members of Ryan’s faction point- 
ed out that it was a month since 
Edward F. McGrady, Deputy Secre- 
tary of Labor, promised the miners 
the Government would come to 
their relief and still there was no 
code to govern the industry.

THREE GROUPS 
TRY TO REDRAFT 
SOFT COAL CODE

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13. — An 
effort is being made at NRA head- 
quarters today to write a new re- 
covery code for the bituminous coal 
industry. 

Those summoned to the confer- 
ence tables included Administration 
officers, representatives of operat- 
ors from all major producing fields, 
and leaders of the United Mine 
Workers of America, Administrator 
Hugh 8. Johnson will take a hand 
as knotty issues arise. 

Spurring all groups toward the 
goal of completing the final code 
this week are reports of growing 
labor disturbances in Western 
Pennsylvania coal fields, but Deputy 
Administrator Kenneth M. Simp- 
son declines to forecast a definite 
time for taking the charter to the 
White House. 

Johnson's code, handed to oper- 
ators last week, is the basis for the 
new draft. Clause by clause, NRA 
officials are attempting to har- 
monize that code with objections 
submitted by operators and miners. 

The prolonged delay over soft 
coal is worrying some administra- 
tion and labor leaders. They fear 
lest the recent high production level 
offset the code’s wage and hour 
benefits by occasioning shutdowns 
and layoffs once the peak winter 
demand has passed. . 

On the committee of operators 
the Appalachian fields named eight 
of its 18 members, Ilinois-Indiana- 
Iowa appointed four, Alabama, the 
Southwest and the Rocky Mountain 
States chose two each. Nine mem- 
bers as a committee will work on 
the ve provisions, and 
the other nine-will consider the re- 
mainder of the code,

Five. large shoe workers’ unions 
have offered amendments to the 
proposed code which would estab- 
lish a 30-hour week with a mini- 
mum wage of $18 for unskilled 
labor, $30 for skilled workers and 
$40 for highly skilled craftsmen, 
with no differentials between men 
and women or cities and towns. 
The proposed code advocates a 
minimum wage of $15 for men in 
cities of more than 250,000; in cities 
between 20,000 and 250,000 a wage 
of $14.50 and $14 in communities 
of less than 20,000, with the scale for 
women $13, $12.50 and $12. Four 
teen Southern states were included 
in the minimum for cities under 
20,000, 

Western and Southern manufac- 
turers today demanded a wider 
wage differential between cities and 
towns that the one dollar a week 
proposed in the code of competition 
drawn up by the National Boot and 
Shoe Manufacturers’ Association. 
Edward R. Dewey of the Hoge

title shall contain the following 
conditions: (1) that employes 
shall have the right to organize 
and bargain collectively through 
representatives of their own 
choosing, and shall be free from 
the interference, restraint, or co- 
ercion of employers of labor, or 
their agents, in the designation 
of such representatives or in self- 
organization or in other concert- 
ed activities for the purpose of 
collective bargaining or other mu- 
tual aid or protection; (2) that 
no employe and no one seeking 
employment shall be required as 
a condition of employment to join 
any company union or to refrain 
from joining, organizing or as- 
sisting a labor organization of his 
own choosing; and (3) that em- 
ployers shall comply with the 
maximum hours of labor, mini- 
mum rates of pay, and other con- 
ditions of employment, approved 
or prescribed by the President. 

Erasure of the words “open shop” 
and “closed shop” from the NRA 
dictionary was announced by Gen. 
Hugh 8S. Johnson and his general 
counsel, Donald R. Richberg, during 
a prolonged discussion last month 
between the automobile industry 
and the NRA officials regarding the 
-meaning of “collective bargaining” 
in Section 7. 

It finally was agreed to insert a 
“merit clause” in the automobile 
code providing that: 

“Without in any way attempting 
to qualify or modify by interpreta- 
tion the foregoing requirements of 
the National Recovery Act, em- 
ployers in this industry may exer- 
cise their right to select, retain or 
advance employes on the basis of 
individual merit, without regard to 
their membership or non-member- 
ship in any organization.”

7 MORE DEATH 
OF ENCEPHALITIS 
MAKE TOTAL 138 


Revised Figures Show 68 
City Fatalities and 70 in 
County Since Outbreak 
of Epidemic. 


Deaths in the epidemic encepha- 
litis outbreak rose to 138 since July 
30 with three reported late yester- 
day and seven today. The dead:

Following a check of the records 
by City Epidemiologist Harold D. 
Chope, it was announced that the 
number of deaths today stood at 68 
residents of the city and 70 resi- 
dents of St. Louis County. In addi- 
tion to the new reports, the figures 
included four deaths earlier in the 
epidemic which were classified in 
Dr. Chope’s study of the records. 

The possibility that the outbreak 
may have passed its crest in the 
county was noted by officers of the 
Metropolitan Health Council, with 
only 12 county patients reported in 
the last 24 hours, although the city 
reported 25. The total was 777—351 
residents of the city and 426 county 
residents—of whom many have re- 
covered without lingering effects. 
A lull has been noted in the county, 
where the outbreak began, since the 
middle of last week. 

Dr. E. C. Rosenow, widely known 
bacteriologist, returned to his lab- 
oratories at the Mayo Clinics, 
Rochester, Minn., last night to 
continue studies of nose and throat 
bacteria believed to be present in 
epidemic encephalitis. He had col- 
lected and sent on a mass of ma- 
terial, in the form of nose and 
throat cultures from patients at De 
Paul and Isolation hospitals, and 
yesterday demonstrated preliminary 
animal inoculations at De Paul 
Hospital for a gathering of Public 
Health Service and local scientists. 

Dr. Rosenow, who arrived last 
Friday, demonstrated his technique, 
dissected rabbits which had died 
following inoculation, some of them 
within 24 hours, and showed micro- 
scopic slides of streptococcus germs. 
which he considered had caused 
death through an infection of the 
central nervous system. Dr. Rose- 
now, who has described streptococci 
in many diseases, has attributed to 
them infantile paralysis and _ epi- 
demic encephalitis, both believed 
elsewhere to be virus diseases. 


U. S. Health Chief Reports “Satis- 
factory Progress” Here. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13. — Sur- 
geon-General Hugh S. Cumming to- 
day reported “satisfactory prog- 
ress” in the fight on encephalitis 
in St. Louis. 

“I don’t think conditions are such 
as to interfere with carrying on 
normal business in St. Louis, nor 
do I think people need hesitate in 
going to, or through the city,” Cum- 
ming said. 

On the scientific side, the Sur- 
geon-General said, the second gen- 
eration of monkeys inoculated had 
not had time to show transmission 
of the disease, but there were “some 
encouraging signs” though “nothing 
definite to report.” 

Definitely encouraging, however, 
were the laboratory experiments 
which resulted in symptoms similar 
to human sleeping sickness in the 
first generation of monkeys, an- 
nounced last Friday by the Public 
Health Service. 

If the disease can be establishea 
and carried on in monkeys, it may 
make possible a study which might 
result in the solution of its nature 
and the development of a serum 
for its treatment, the scientists say. 


Woman First Sleeping Sicknesss | 
Victim From Edwardville.

Silk Dress Group’s Pact 
Basis of Terms Accepted, | 
Although Mediation 
Board Was Not Called In | 


Two thousand members of the 
millinery division of the Cloth Hat, 
Cap and Millinery International 
Union, on strike since Aug. 28, will 
return to work tomorrow an agree- 
ment with the Associated Millinery 
Industries, an organization of 
manufacturers representing 45 
shops, having been approved last 
night. 

The general basis of settlement 
was similar to that provided in the 
agreement drafted by the media- 
tion board of the St. Louis Na- 
tional Recovery Administration 
Committee and approved Monday 
by silk dress manufacturers and 
1500 members of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union 
some of whom returned to work to- 
day. 

The reported failure of some silk 
dress manufacturers to permit 
some strikers to return to work 
brought back from Chicago Morris 
Bialis, international vice-president 
of the union, with the threat of an- 
other strike. 

Statement by McDonald. 

“After conferring with Bialis, 
Jesse McDonald, chairman of the 
mediation board; issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Some workers in the silk dress 
industry have not been properly re- 
ceived and put to work. The atti- 
tude of some employers has been 
disagreeable toward some workers. 
I took up the subject with the man- 
ufacturers and have their assur- 
ance that they will carry out their 
contract in the best of faith. 

“It is impossible for them to start 
all departments simultaneously. 
Employes of some departments may 
have to wait for the opening of 
othe: departments whose opera- 
tions precede theirs. 

“Employers assured me there 
would be no discrimination and 
that all departments would be 
opened as rapidly as the orderly 
conduct of business would permit 
and that only a little patience on 
the part of the workers is neces- | 
sary to satisfy all concerned.”

of this agreement. This provision 
is to assure the union that the as- 
sociation’s pledge that no one 
should be discharged because of 
his union membership is made in 
good faith and that no effort will 
be made to deplete the union’s 
membership by partiality.” 

As explained yesterday by union 
leaders, this means that non-union 
workers as well as union members 
may return to work and may be 
employed in the future. The union 
is counting on its members to in- 
duce others to join. About 95 per 
cent of the millinery workers are 
union members, it was said by 
union leaders: 


One important difference in the 
settlement of the two strikes was 
the provision for wage rates. Silk 
dress makers obtained a guaran- 
teed weekly minimum wage of 
$13.20, or 10 per cent more than 
the minimum provided by the Pres- 
ident’s blanket code. 


Millinery workers are assured of 
a minimum 20 per cent higher than 
the average wage paid by the 10. 
highest paying factories in St. 
Louis. This figure will be deter- 
mined by committees of the union 
and the employers’ association, it 
was explained by George Baer, or- 
ganizer of the union. 

Baer said this would result in an 
average wage increase of about 45 
per cent. In addressing the meet- 
ing last night, Baer told the work- 
ers: “The committee of manufac- 
turers has been honest about con- 
ditions in St. Louis and fair and 
sincere in reaching an agreement.

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PROSECUTION AND 
DEFENSE REST 
TRAL OF LAMSON 


Majority of Jury Favor Vis- 
it to Scene of Alleged 
Murder but Judge De- 


cides Against It. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN JOSE, Cal, Sept. 13.—State 
and defense rested today in the 
trial of David A. Lamson, charged 
with the murder of his wife. 

Judge R. R. Syer then asked the 
jury to indicate whether it wished 


to visit the Lamson home on Stan- 
ford University campus where Al- 
lene Thorpe Lamson was found 
dead May 30. There was a ma- 
jority of one in favor of the visit, 
but since neither prosecution nor 
defense had requested the trip, 
Judge Syer said he would not order 
it. 

Dr. Frederick Proescher, county 
pathologist and one of the princi- 
pal prosecution witnesses, was re- 
called to the stand before the State 
rested. 

Contradicting Dr. E. O. Hein- 
rich’s defense testimony that tests 
for the presence of blood, made on 
spots from various parts of the 
Lamson home, were inconclusive, 
Proescher said two of the methods 
were absolute. Heinrich contended 
the spots were not of blood; 
Proescher contended they were. 

Dr. Proescher, on cross-examina- 
tion, said blood mixed with iron 
rust gave the same spectroscopic 
reaction as a substance scraped 
from the iron pipe which the State 
contends was used as the death 
weapon. 

The prosecution, seeking to bol- 
ster its contention of domestic dis- 
cord among the Lamsons, intro- 
duced by stipulation a paper show- 
ing Lamson registered at a Sacra- 
mento Hotel May 16. Sacramento 
is the home of Mrs. Sara Kelley, 
divorcee, mentioned by State wit- 
nesses as Lamson’s companion on 
various occasions when he visited 
there.

Officers of the Pure Milk Asso- 
ciation, of which the striking group 
is an insurgent minority, said the 
strike would be ineffective, hold- 
ing that the group furnishes only 
a small portion of the Chicago sup- 
ply. 

Two hundred of the strikers were 
appointed to enlist other farmers 
of Northern Illinois to join in the 
strike in the area frem which Chi- 
cago gets most of its milk. 

The striking farmers demand that 
prices be increased from $1.75 to 
$2.50 a hundred pounds. They fur- 
ther demanded: The _ system of 
paying for milk on a base and sur- 
plus basis be discontinued, a flat 
price near the cost of production be 
paid for all milk taken by Chicago 
dealers, and that the milk industry 
be made a public utility. 

Strike leaders said that the Wis- 
consin milk pool has pledged its 
support to the movement. The 
farmers said they would picket the 
principal highways into Chicago.

CITIZENS’ RELIEF ROLL 
UP 26 PCT. IN AUGUST 


Change in Accounting Practice 
Is Reason; City and County 
Aid 32,233 Families. 


For the fourth successive month 
the number of families on relief 
rolls in St. Louis County declined in 
August, but expenditures of Citi- 
zens’ Committee on Relief and Em- 
ployment were materially larger, 
due to accoonting changes incident 
‘to operation under regulations pre- 


scribed by the Federal Emergency 
Relief Administration. 

During August the relief agencies 
spent $775,971 in helping 32,233 fam- 
ilies. The expenditure was $160,126 
or 26 per cent, more than in July. 
The number aided in July was 32,- 
991, or 2 per cent more than in 
August. 

Kirk E. Latta, assistant to the 
director of the committee, said that 
had it not been for the changed ac- 
counting practice, the August ex- 
penditure would have declfned pro- 
portionately with the decline in the 
number of cases helped. 

The committee’s practice, he said, 
has been to close its books on the 
twenty-fifth of each month, but for 
August they were held open until 
the last of the month, so that the 
agencies could “start with clean 
slates” on Sept. 1 when they began 
operating under the Federal regu- 
lations. In addition, he said, spe- 
cial efforts were made to include 
all August bills in the August re- 
port, and bills for previous months 
which had not been submitted,

NEW YORK CTY BOARD

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OF CITY BUILDINGS 


Says $85,000 Must Be Spent 
for Work That Republi- 
cans Should Have Done. 


Nettled at the statement in the 
June grand jury’s final report of 
last Friday that the City Hall and 
Municipal Courts Building were 
“dirty, almost filthy in spots," 
Mayor Dickmann told reporters to- 
day that the city probably would 
have spent $85,000 putting the 
buildings back into presentable con- 
dition. 

“They've been neglected by past 
administrations, just like the Mu- 
nicipal bridge has,” the Mayor said. 
“And incidentally, it’s going to cost 
another $100,000 to put the bridge 
into the proper shape. It should 
have been painted every five years 
from one end to the other, but as a 
matter of fact it hasn’t had a single 
full painting in 17 years of Re 
publican management. The best it’s 
‘had is ‘spot’ painting—a few coats 
here and there.” 

Mayor Dickmann expressed him 
self as displeased at having to “do 
the work that should have been 
done before,” especially since the 
city is working under a balanced 
budget that possibly will be shaken 
slightly out of balance by the reno- 
vation expenditures. 

Trying to Clean Up. 

Although the present administra-" 
tion employs 100 janitors for the 
buildings in the plaza group, as 
compared with 137 in the past ad- 
ministration, Mayor Dickmann said, 
every effort has been made to clean 
up the city buildings and keep them 
clean. 

“But the City Hall and Municipal 
Courts Building have been neglected 
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+80 long that it’s almost a hopeless 


job to try to make them look like 
anything,” he said. “We hauled 
away rubbish by the wagon load 
from the City Hall when we first 
moved in, but still it’s dirty. 

“We're going to paint and clean 
up both of them. The roofs and 
guttering are in bad condition and 
also have to be repaired. There 
will be a public letting of the job, 
Director of Public Safety Chadsey 
has made a survey, and he tells 
me it will cost about $85,000.” 


Report on Municipal Bridge. 

In a report to the Mayor several 
weeks ago, which was made public 
today, President Brown of the 
Board of Public Service declared 
it was “urgent” that repair work 
and painting funds be made avail- 
able for the Municipal Bridge, 
which he declared “may even now 
be in an unsafe condition.” 

The condition of pedestal foun- 
dations on the East Side highway, 
approach he characterized as “rath- 
er alarming” because of lack of 
maintenance work, while the 45,000 
tons of steel in the span, he added, 
is rapidly deteriorating because of 
lack of paint. 

To make the inspection necessary 
for a complete estimate of the work 
to be done, he recommended that 
an engineer be detailed from his 
department to make the survey and 
to remain in charge of the job until 
completed. The city formerly had 
an engineer in charge of such work, 
but since the death of the engineer, 
Charles Butts, in 1924, the place has 
been vacant. President Brown rec- 
ommended that the place again be 
filled so that the bridge can be kept 
up to a high standard of mainte 
nance. 

In an account of the grand jury's 
report last week, it was incorrectly 
stated by the Post-Dispatch that 
the jury had criticised the condi- 
tion of the City Jail, instead of the 
City Hall. The grand jury com- 
mended the management of the City 
Jail for its efficiency.

-cal ring, the Jewish battler from 
the Middle West emerged with his 
second victory over the veteran 
Tony Canzoneri, from whom he won 
the lichtweight title less than three 
months ago. 

With 40,000 howling fans looking 
on at the Polo Grounds last night, 
most of them pulling fervently for 
Canzoneri to turn the tables on 
the former amateur champion and 
reclaim his crown, Ross withstood 
Tony’s early rushes, caught up with 
him midway of the fight and beat 
him all about the ring before it was 
over. - 

As in their first scrap at Chi- 
cago, it was so close it requirea 
the vote of the referee to reach a 
decision. Arthur Donovan, who 
was in there with them for the 
torrid 15 rounds, cast his ballot for 
Ross after the judges had split. 


Ready to Fight Tony Again. 
Harold Barnes, one of the arbit- 


ers, gave the Chicago boy nine 
rounds, Canzoneri two and called 
four even. The other judge, George 
Kelly, awarded Ganzoneri eight and 
Ross seven. Donovan gave Ross 
eight rounds, Canzoneri four and 
adjudged three even. 

“My money goes on Tony any 
time he fights anybody else,” said 
Ross ‘in the dressing room. “But 
I'll give him another fight any 
time, anywhere, either in his home 
town or mine. I thought I was 
ahead all] the way, just as I did in 
‘our first fight.” 

Canzoneri, who-had been so con- 
fident of regaining his title that he 
bet several thousand dollars on 
himself, was the most downhearted 
young-man in New York.

His Biggest Disappointment. 


F all his 14 successive years 

of failure could be rolled into 
one, they would not total as much 
disappointment to Connie as his 
failure to win the pennant this 
campaign, the fiftieth of his base- 
ball career and the fortieth of his 
term as manager. 

Connie has said that he really 
had high hopes for the current 
season. Despite the sale of Al 
Simmons, he had counted on be- 
ing the most important factor in 
the championship race. 

“It was my pitching that fell 
down,” he explains. “Had that 
stood up, we would have gone 
over. I have lots of batting 
strength. My team can make 
runs enough. But my pitching 
can’t stop the other fellow.”

E don’t know whether Earn- 

shaw’s behavior cost Mack 
the pennant. But figure to your- 
self what difference in team mo- 
rale would follow the blow-up of 
a pitcher able to win 20 games. 

So, it may be a sad jubilee for 
Connie. But the baseball world 
owes him a hand as the man 
among all those now active today 
who has contributed most to the 
decency and success of the game 
as it is now promoted. 

There is no one in the field 
eligible to be even a successor to 
Connie when he passes along. 

So, let’s nurse a good thing 
along, and hope there’s a diamond 
jubilee in the offing for Mr. Mc- 
Gillicuddy. 


LTHOUGH much has been 

written about Connie, few 
know anything about his early 
career. Connie, when young, was 
one of the tallest catchers in the 
business. He started out at Meri- 
den, Conn., and in 1886 he played 
with the Hartford club of the 
Eastern League. The next year 
he graduated to Washington—if 
you want to call it an advance. 
Washington was one of. the 
chronic tail-end clubs of baseball 
in its early days. 

The program of the Brother- 
hood lured him and he jumped to 
Buffalo of that organization. But 
in 1890 the Brotherhood disband- 
ed and Buffalo players were 
moved to Pittsburgh. 

Here in 1894 he was made man- 
ager—and as a manager he heat 
remained in the game ever since. 
He continued to play, however, 
and in 1900 in Milwaukee he was 
not only manager but catcher and 
utility infielder as well. 

When the American League was 
in its early stages, Connie went 
to Philadelphia to become associ- 
ated in the ownership and man- 
agement of the Athletics of Phil- 
adelphia. That was in 1901. Char- 
ley Somers loaned some of the 
money to start the club and Mack 
and the Shibes kicked in with 
the remainder. Connie was then 
38 years old.

Capitalized the Nickname. 

MAGINE the feelings of Phila- 

delphia fans at the advent of a 
second Philadelphia club. Already 
the National League club was fa- 
mous. Some of the greatest play- 
ers were connected with the 
team. Later Larry Lajoie figured 
prominently when he jumped 
from the Phils to the new league 
and was barred from playing in 
Pennsylvania for years by injunc- 
tion. 

But Connie knew his stuff. Al- 
though his club seemed so super- 
fluous that fans called his team 
the “White Elephants,” he accept- 
ed the nickname. Later an ele- 
phant was the symbol of the 
club’s uniform. 

By way of proving his judg- 
ment, here he is today, 33 years 
later, having vindicated his con- 
fidence in himself and his club by 
winning nine championship pen- 
‘nants and five world champion- 
ships — a record that no other 
major league manager has ever 
equaled, not even Napoleon John 
McGraw.

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WON'T PAY BALANCE 
ON BIDLESS ROAD JOBS 


State Highway Board Refuses 
to Pay Last 25 Pct. ‘‘for 
Time Being.” 


By the Jefferson Oity COorrespon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 13. — 
The State Highway Conimission has 


voted to refuse payment of a with- 
held balance of about $67,000 on 
two State highway construction 
projects in McDonald and Barry 
counties, which have been under in- 
vestigation because the prices at 
which the work was let, without 
advertising for bids, were alleged 
to have involved excessive profits to 
the contractor. tI is not certain, 
however, that the refusal will stand 
as final. 

Chairman Scott Wilson of &t. 
Louis, following the executive ses- 
sion in which the action was voted 
yesterday afternoon, said the re- 
fusal to.pay the balance was “for 
the time being.” The withheld bal- 
ance represented 25 per cent of the 
total price of $269,871 at which the 
two jobs were let to the contractor, 
the Boyle & Pryor Construction Co. 
of Kansas City. 

“As far as the commission is con- 
cerned, we are not paying the bal- 
ance now,” Wilson said. “We are 
still investigating the matter and I 
do not know when the investigation 
will be completed. This does not 
end it. If evidence develops to sup- 
port the claim, the decision may be 
changed later.” 

Other commission members ap- 
parently were under the impression 
the action terminated the inquiry, 
so far as the commission was con- 
cerned, and that any further move, 
such as a suit over the withheld 
balance, would be up to the con- 
struction company. 

Vote Not in Records Yet. 

The vote by the commission on 
the motion to refuse payment was 
not made a matter of record, but 
it was announced the motion would 
be placed in the minutes, not yet 
prepared. It is understood three of 
the four commissioners voted for 
the motion and the fourth did not 
dissent. The substance of the mo- 
tion, it was learned, was that no 
more money was to be paid to the 
firm, and that the 75 per cent alk 
ready paid constituted final settle- 
ment on the two projects, complet- 
ed last July. 

The commission, in this move, 
made public no finding on its in- 
vestigation of the construction 
work, and no explanation of the 
action. 

The work involved resurfacing of 
sections of United States Highways 
Nos. 71 and 37. After the commis- 
sion approved awards, the depart- 
ment legal bureau ruled the pro- 
ceeding was illegat because there 
had been no advertising for bids, 
and refused to approve contracts 
which had been drawn up. Chief 
Highway Engineer T. H. Cutler in 
the meantime authorized work to 
proceed, and later authorized pay- 
ment of 75 per cent of the price at 
which the work had been let, after 
the construction bureau refused to 
order payment because the con- 
tracts had not been approved and 
executed. 

Cutler Ouster Move Dropped. 

A move to oust Cutler as chief 
engineer, and possibly one depart- 
ment bureau chief, because of crit- 
icism arising from the procedure, 
was dropped when it appeared 
there would be a division of the 
Commissioners. It is known that 
two of the Commissioners were 
disposed to vote for removal of the 
chief engineer. 

One change in the membership 
of the commission likely will be 
made this week. William F. 
Phares, Republican, of Maryville, 
recently tendered his resignation to 
Gov. Park, and yesterday's meet- 
ing was his last as a member of 
the commission. Gov. Park had 
planned to appoint his successor 
last week, then announced he would 
withhold the appointment until the 
September meeting. 

Phares and R. 8S. Mrownlee, Dem- 
ocratic member from Brookfield, 
brought about the investigation of 
the McDonald and Barry County 
contracts, and opposed payment of 
the withheld balance. The other 
two members are Chairman Wil- 
son, Democrat, and A. T. Nelson, 
Republican, of Lebanon. Dr. H. A. 
Buehler, State Geologist of Rolla, 
is an ex-officio mémber, without 
vote. 


STORM HEADING FOR YUCATAN 


Expected to Hit Cuba on Way to 
Mexican State.

HAVANA, Sept. 13. — Warnings 
that a tropical disturbance was 
moving toward the State of Yuca- 
tan, Mexico, through the Gulf of 
Honduras were issued today in 
Cuba and Mexico. 

The National Observatory in Ha- 
vana at 2 a. m announced the 
storm was about 65 miles from Cayo 
Obispo and was headed for North- 
east Yucatan. A bulletin predicted 
that strong winds would reach 
Western Pinar del Rio Province, 
Cuba, and approach gale intensity 
at nightfall. Progreso, a port in 
Yucatan, was closed in anticipa- 
tion of a storm. Dispatches from 
points south of that area reported 
some damage already had been 
done by 40-mile-an-hour winds.

Following ‘is the text of a state- 
ment read to directors of the Mis- 
souri State Life Insurance Co., Feb. 
26, 1932, by Joseph B. Thompson, 
then State Superintendent of In- 
surance, warning them that at 
that time, more than a year and a 
half ago, stockholders’ rights were 


practically eliminated, and demand- 
ing that directors thereafter should 
serve as a policy-holders’ protec- 
tive committee: 

“The Insurance Departments of 
the States of Missouri, Michigan, 
South Dakota, Oklahoma, Iowa and 
North Carolina have recently com- 
pleted an investigation into the af- 
fairs of the Missouri State Life In- 
surance Co. The findings of that 
investigation were the subject of 
a conference in St. Louis Feb. 19 
and 20, which conference was at- 
tended by 18 insurance commission- 
ers, actuaries and examiners, rep- 
resenting the above named states 
and also the states of Arkansas, 
Texas, Minnesota and Wyoming. 
That group designated the Insur- 
ance Commissioners of Texas, Ok- 
lahoma, Iowa, Arkansas and Mis- 
souri as a sub-committee to meet 
and discuss the situation with you. 
“The report made by the exam- 
iners is confidential and probably 
will be kept so. The facts disclosed 
by the report are startling and not 
only call for, but absolutely de- 
mand, immediate and continuous 
attention if your company is to 
survive. 


Mismanagement Charged. 
“The Board of Directors as now 
constituted is not charged with all 
responsibility for present  condi- 
tions. The result of mismanage- 
ment and lack of management, 
dating back a number of years, 
are now in evidence. It would not 
remedy the present predicament 
to enumerate the things which 
have led up to this sad situation. 
Without discussing details, this 
company is today in a most pre- 
carious condition. On a conserva- 
tive basis and assigning liberal 
work-out values to the assets, it 
would appear that your entire cap- 
ital and surplus is gone and the 
policy reserves impaired to the ex- 
tent of more than $1,400,000. Losses 
amounting to $7,400,000 must be 
charged off. Some of these losses 
do not necessarily have to be 
charged off immediately but there 
is no reasonable question but what 
that amount, and probably consid- 
erably more, must be charged off 
within the next five years. 

Foresees Heavy Losses. 
“Property values are not subject 
to mathematical or exact determin- 
ation. Men of good sound judgment 
and broad experience will assign 
different values to individual prop- 
erties. Your reports and my reports 
will not agree in detail but the ag- 
gregate result will be substantially 
the same. Your own private ap- 
praisal reports made during 1929, 
1930 and 1931 have been used on a 
very substantial amount of proper- 
ties involved, and the loss ratio in- 
dicated by your reports is greater 
than the loss indicated by the de- 
partment’s valuations. Our valua- 
tions are not foreclosure nor pres 
ent lquidating values, but the 


[equitable stock representation on 
the board, but policy-holders must 
come first in all matters until losses 
are absorbed and the capital struc- 
ture rehabilitated. The function of 
the board of directors will be that 
of a policy-holders’ protective com- 
mittee until the deficiency in policy 
reserves is made good. 

“It is most regrettable and un- 
fortunate that this company and 
some members of its board of direc- 
tors, past and present, have had so 
much unsavory publicity., The, 
Caldwell catastrophe brought the 
name of this company before the 
public in a very bad light. Later 
a contest for control heralded to the 
world the fact this company had 4 
board of directors at daggers’ 
points struggling for supr:“iacy 
within the board. So acute was the 
situation that for weeks you were 
deadlocked on such a minor matter 
as filling a vacancy on your board 
of directors. 


“Last December you elected a 
president, but to date he has not 
assumed office because you have 
not made arrangements’ which 
would justify him in doing so. It 
is common talk in insurance circles 
that no man qualified for the im- 
portant post of president will ac- 
cept the responsibility under the 
peculiar existing conditions. In busi- 
ness circles and among your own 
field and home office organizations 
the question is often asked: ‘What 
is going to happen to the Missouri 
State Life?’ 

Stock Control Fight. 


“The primary propvlems of insur- 
ance have been eclipsed by the 
thought of stock control. With the 
transfer of ownership of large 
blocks of stock, managements have 
come and gone. Apparently men 
have been on the board and in im- 
portant official positions not  be- 
cause of spécial qualifications, but 
because they represented interests 
with substantial stock ownership. 
“Public confidence and confidence 
of insurance departments through- 
out the United States in your com- 
pahy has been shaken. A house di- 
vided against itself is now on the 
verge of paying the extreme pen- 
alty. You are on the downward 
road and can be rescued only by 
some plan of co-operation which 
will restore public confidence. 


“The fate of the once great in- 
stitution, the Missouri State Life In- 
surance Co., is now in the balance. 
Possibly it can be saved, possibly 
not. If the individual members of 
the board are willing to give satis- 
factory guarantees of co-operation, 
the insurance departments will give 
all aid possible. In the judgment of 
insurance commissioners public con- 
fidence cannot be regained except 
by some _ reorganization. Details 
and plans for cutting expenses and 
conserving assets are of no ma- 
terial avail unless the public can be 
made to see that this company is 
again to function as an insurance 
company and that it will he operat- 
ed along approved lines of insur- 
ance practices. Personal sacrifices 
may have to be made by members 
of the board. You cannot hope 
for insurance departments to ap- 
prove your operations in their re- 
spective states unless you first in- 
stall a management which inspires

Germans to share their “Sunday 
pots” once a month with deserving 
poor persons was made today by 
Chancellor Hitler and Minister of 
Propaganda Goebbels before the 
cabinet and party leaders. 

This is part of a campaign to aid 
the unemployed through the winter. 

On the first Sunday of every 
month the people will be asked to 


eat plain food costing no more than 
50 pfennigs a person. The amount 
saved to be put into a general fund. 

Workers will be asked to give 
an hour’s wage every month and 
persons receiving postoffice remit- 
tances will be urged to donate a 
percentage. 

“We have broken an _ interna- 
tional solidarity,” the Chancellor 
asserted. “We will build a national 
solidarity. All will shoulder a part 
in the suffering so it will be 
brought home to them. We are all 
to blame that a part of the people 
is suffering.” 

In contrast to his usual manner, 
Hitler spoke slowly and deliberate- 
ly, and quietly. 

Goebbels outlined plans for col- 
lecting the funds and food to sup- 
plement the national fund and 
grants cf coal from industries. 

Those refusing to participate 
were threatened with jail sentences.

The 15,000 natives who assem- 
bled for the inquiry heard the ver- 
dict in silence after their chief 
had been denied the right to call 
witnesses to establish Mackintosh’s 


The hearing was held under a 
canvas awning. Marines with 
fixed bayonets were on guard and 
natives crowded the surrounding 
fence as the witnesses gave their 
evidence. It was swelteringly hot. 

Tshekedi was deposed from the 
chieftainship pending the outcome 
of the case and was not permitted 
to leave the Government camp. De- 
nied permission to be represented 
by lawyers, he calmly  cross-ex- 
amined Mackintosh, putting search- 
ing questions in an effort to show 
that the Briton had lived as a na- 
tive.

Wagner of New York, yesterday in- 
formed an employer that he must 
not interfere with the choice of 
representatives by his employes, and 
that he is compelled under the 
law to deal with anyone chosen 
by them. The employer is the 
Berkeley Woolen Mills, at Martins- 
burg, W. Va. 


The board is composed of seven 


men, and includes such large em- 
ployers.of labor as Walter Teagle, 
president of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey; Gerard Swope, president of 
the General Electric Co., and Louis 
Kerstein, president of the Filene’s 
Department Store. Nevertheless, 
the decision was unanimous. 


“The importance of this ruling 
should be widely recognized,” 
Chairman Wagner said afterward. 
“It should help clear the atmos- 
phere. It emphasizes the fact that 
the labor provision of the Recov- 
ery Act means precisely what it 
says, and that this board is deter- 
mined to enforce it. If any em- 
ployer makes the mistake of think- 
ing otherwise, he probably will have 
reason to be sorry.” 


The Case Ruled On. 


Although the 
company had been notified that 
hearings on the case were sched- 
uled last week, he failed to appear. 
A postponement was taken, and he 
was again notified, but again failed 
to make an appearance, or to be 
represented by counsel. The board 
thereupon concluded that his ab- 
sence was willful, and proceeded to 
take testimony without him.

If 
the public is interested in these and 
other tricks of the privately-owned utili- 
ties, the facts can be found in Dr. Ernest 
Gruening’s book, “The Public Pays,” 
which is nothing more than a condensed 
account of a senatorial investigation into 
the tricks of the privately-owned utili- 
ties. The recent procedure of the Union 
Electric in pretending to bring “the facts” 
before the public happens to be another 
trick.

Thus, at a time when new gold from the mines 
can be sold at approximately $30 an ounce, all other 
gold coin and bullion must, under existing law, be

The reason for this distinction is to permit gold 
mining to share in the price iticrease that is coming 
to other industries, yet to prevent those who have 
gold hoards, particularly those whose frantic rush 
jfor gold in the weeks before March 3, helped to pre- 
cipitate the banking crisis, from receiving a premium 
on their holdings. 
Immediately upon the suspension of gold pay- 
ments in March, the Government ordered all holders 
of gold to turn it over at par, and threatened to prose- 
cute those who refused to disgorge. As a result, large 
amounts were turned in, mostly during the first 
month, before, in the markets of the world, the dollar 
had gone to discount in gold. 
The dollar is now at a discount of about 30 per 
cent, so that holders of gold have a motive which 
did not exist in March and early April for selling it 
in the bootleg market which has since arisen. The 
difficulty of preventing such illicit sales will un- 
doubtedly be increased by the existence of a legal mar- 
ket for the sale of newly-mined gold at a higher 
price. Earlier English experience, running over many 
decades, shows that gold has a way of finding the 
best market, even if a little perjury is involved in the 
process. 
Whether it is possible or advisable for the Gov- 
ernment to maintain this distinction, and to attempt 
to force citizens to sell gold at 30 per cent under the 
market price, is a moot question. The Government 
has several times postponed the final date for turn- 
ing in gold, and, despite threats, has as yet taken no 
legal action against known holders of gold. There is 
even some doubt as to whether it can make good its 
threats against those recalcitrants who stand on what 
they conceive to be their constitutional rights. 
Even more difficult than prosecuting successfully 
holders of gold is the prevention of illicit trade in 
gold. There is a large amount of gold in private 
hands on which the Government has no check. A 
few weeks ago the Attorney-General stated that he 
had the names of 207 gold hoarders, who, according 
to the records, held $1,250,000. Yet the Treasury 
figures show that $500,000,000 in gold and gold cer- 
tificates are outstanding. Even recognizing that much 
of this gold which the Treasury lists as in circula- 
tion has undoubtedly been lost, used in industry or 
exported, the gold hoarders on the Attorney-General’s 
list have but a small fraction of the outstanding gold. 
As long as the present premium continues, the 
chances of holders who are unknown to the Govern- 
ment turning in their gold at par is practically nil. 
Much as we deplore the anti-social action of those 
who rushed to get gold in February and early March, 
we question whether any good purpose jis served by 
the present efforts to force holders of gold to turn 
it in at 30 per cent under the market price. The 
United States maintained a free gold market during 
the entire greenback period. Great Britain has per- 
mitted free trading in gold since the suspension of 
specie payments in 1931. 
Unless the experience of all history is disproved, 
present holders of gold will sooner or later dispose 
of it at the market price, no matter what the Gov- 
ernment tries to do. The situation has confirmed the 
fears which we expressed editorially in April: “If 
the dollar goes to a discount in terms of gold, and re- 
mains there for any length of time, the anti-hoarding 
legislation is likely to have the same history as pro- 
hibition, corrupting public and private morals with- 
out continuing to serve a useful purpose.” 
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THE GETAWAY OF HENRY FORD. 


Just how Henry Ford managed to escape from his 
humble 16-room cabin in Michigan’s Arctic Circle, 
unseen by the Argus-eyed sleuths of the press, bris- 
tling, every one of them, like so many porcupines of 
interrogation—just how Henry invisibly withdrew is 
a question that well may pique national curiosity. 
The original explanation that Henry concealed him- 
self under the canvas top of an automobile trailer has 
been denied. And, come to think of it, that were a 
shopworn subterfuge, without trace of glamourous 
coup or dramatic resourcefulness. A resort to the 
obvious, unworthy of the wizard. Hiding under a 
canvas top. Instantly the raillery of the classicists 
would ring throughout the land. Henry Ford, skulk- 
ing like Achilles, in his tent! What’s that? Achilles 
didn’t skulk? Very well. Let the verbatims have 
their way. Make it sulk, and thus silence the grand 
army of correctors who seize upon the tiniest print- 
ed slip. Just the same, if Achilles were Henry and 
Henry were Achilles, there were an Achilles that 
would have had to skulk. 

Meantime, the icy Himalayas of the frozen North 
fade in the glimmering distance, and the lights of 
Detroit flare into the sullen skies of a Michigan night, 
and Henry is again at Dearborn and the reportorial 
lynxes gnaw palsied pencils in humiliated bafflement, 
and still the query is, how did he do it? His own an- 
swer is that he stepped right out in the open, dis- 
daining disguise and all the recondite trickeries of 
fictional detectives, and buzzed away in broad day- 
light at the customary 80 miles an hour of the V-8. 
All right, Houdini! Well done, Cagliostro! Hurray! 
But not, as yet, NRA! 
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BANNING FOREIGN ARTISTS. 

In his recent appearance before St. Louis artists, 
George J. Lober, vice-president of the National Sculp- 
ture Society, represented the American Artists’ Pro- 
fessional League. He described the work of the latter 
organization in favor of giving commissions to Amer- 
ican artists and lamented the fact that foreign artists 
are sometimes engaged to produce paintings and 
memorials in public places in this country. 

Suzanne La Follette, in her article, “The Artist and 
the Depression,” one of the series on the effect of 
unemployment on the professions being printed in the 
Nation, cites another organization of this character. 
It is called the Advance of American Art Commis- 
sion and its procedure is to deplore publicly the ap- 
pointment of foreign artists to work in the United 
States. Diego Rivera and his compatriot, Orozco, 
the muralist, are two of the artists against whom the 
commission is waging much of its campaign. 

It is not lack of sympathy with the plight of needy 
American artists which compels one to declare the 
unwisdom of such a movement.

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PEACE IN THE NEEDLE TRADES. 

Peace has come to the needle trades of St. Louis. 

The silk dress strike has been settled, and 1500 
workers are returning to their jobs. 

The millinery strike is ended, and 2000 employes 
are on their way back to the payroll. 
An early agreement is expected between the cotton 
dress workers and their employers. 
The terms of the silk dress settlement, brought 
about by the Mediation Board of the St. Louis Na- 
tional Recovery Administration Committee, have, in 
substance, been adopted by the milliners and will, it 
is assumed, serve as a pattern for the prospective 
agreement in the cotton dress industry. Concessions 
were made by both sides in the silk dress agreement. 
The employers have waived their “open shop” con- 
tention. They recognize the union as the practical 
agency for collective bargaining. No employe, now 
a member of the union, will be permitted to discon- 
tinue his membership during the life of the contract, 
which runs to Sept. 1, 1934. All rights of employes 
guaranteed by section 7 of the NRA code will be ob- 
served. A satisfactory wage scale has been written 
into the terme. 
Employes have yielded their demand for a “prefer- 
ential union shop,” which would exclude non-union 
workers except when union members were not avail- 
able. No walkout or strike shall be declared in the 
period of the agreement. Finally, a committee is to 
be organized to serve as arbiter in disputes that may 
arise between the shop committees and employers. So, 
arbitration wins again, after obstinacy and violence 
have been tried and, as almost always, have failed. 
The victory is not one-sided. Both parties involved 
have won and lost points; but an equitable peace 
treaty has been drawn up under which, it is to be hoped 
and may be believed, both employers and employes 
will prosper. 
Mediation is, of course, the rational way out of in- 
dustrial difficulties. It is the sensible and intelli- 
gent way out of international differences. Unfortu- 
nately, industry and statesmanship learn this lesson 
slowly, despite their professed belief in arbitration as 
a principle. But they do learn it. They have learned 
it ‘in this local instance. Perhaps, some day the 
great instrumentality of peaceful negotiations as the 
means to accomplish justice will render obsolete the 
barbarous weapon of force. The road may be long, 
but we are bound eventually to become civilized. The 
stars in their courses are lighting the way. 
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LORD RUTHERFORD AND THE ATOM. 
We have nothing but scallions for Lord Ruther- 
ford, the British scientist who has debunked the atom, 
terming as moonshine the theory that enormous pow- 
er can be produced by breaking down the atom. 
We had been clinging to that theory, watching in- 
tently the physicists as they hacked away at the lit- 
tle thing, hoping to be present when its energy was 
released and put under control. We had imagined 
the juice from a single atom running automobiles, 
electric refrigerators and carpet sweepers for years 
at a cost of practically nothing. We had visualized 
its introduction into diet, to create immense home 
runs, super-cannonball services, dreadnaught lefts and 
rights to make a poor thing of the Dempsey tradition 
and Big Bertha drives in golf. And if eating of the 
atom added terrific force to high-powered salesman- 
ship, it would by the same token raise sales re- 
sistance Everest-high. 
In other words, we had looked to the atom to pro- 
duce an era of men and events to which our present 
order would be Lilliputian. And now disillusionment, 
but not despair. There surely will arise a champion 
to refute this destroyer of dreams, His Lordship. 
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EINSTEIN’S FLIGHT. 
Dean Holmes of the graduate school of Harvard 
comes back from Europe to speak approving words 
for the Hitler Government and: to say, among: other 
things, that the “reports of Hitler’s oppression of 
the Jews have been exaggerated.” 
Perhaps they have been. A lot of capable people, 
however, feel otherwise, and so many statements of 
uncontradicted fact have been made, so many seem- 
ingly authenticated instances have been cited of the 
Hitler Government’s furious hostility towards the 
Jews, interspersed with violence and all manner of 
atrocious rulings, that the Harvard dean, one imag- 
ines, is quite mistaken. 
Anyhow, the papers which quote the Harvard man’s 
favorable estimate of Hitlerism report that Prof. 
Einstein has left Belgium, where he believed his life 
was in danger, and found asylum in England as the 
guest of an old friend. It may be argued that Prof. 
Einstein was needlessly alarmed, that the rumor that 
a@ secret Nazi society had put a price on his head 
was another sensational item of “enemy propaganda.” 
But the fact is that Einstein has gone to England, 
feeling it is safer because of its greater distance 
from Germany. 3 
It is a fact, too, that Germany is the only civilized 
country under the sun where Einstein could not be 
proudly at home. Here is a scientist whom the intel- 
lect of the world honors as the princeliest mind of 
them all. Professionally, he wanders about in in- 
comprehensible dimensions; by way of pastime, he 
plays the violin; he lives in modest circumstances, @ 
naive, unworldly-wise person, a type of gentle, kind- 
ly old professor to be found in almost every college 
faculty. The head of a government who could look 
upon Einstein as a menace to the state, is, we should 
think, a funny kind of filbert. 
That Hitler has made it impossible for Einstein 
to live in Germany would be grotesquely incredible 
if it were not true. This one entry in the bill against 
Hitlerism warrants the judgment pronounced by Al 
Smith, that the Hitler regime is “stupid and ridicu- 
lous.” Other adjectives might be applied. . But Mr. 
Smith’s deduction that no government can endure 
in the face of the world’s contempt may be correct. 
In any event, the spectacle of a savant like Einstein 
banished from a country in the twentieth century is 
@ piece of fanatical injustice which Germany, when it 
recovers its reason, will repent in sackcloth and

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The Evolution of Public Opinion 


By Roland G, Usher, Professor of History, Washington University 
The Second in a Series of Four Articles. | 


HE first pertinent fact about public 
T opinien is that it has appeared in his- 

tory until recent times in crises only. 
The second is that it developed first and 
fastest in small states. In large states it 
came only slowly and with far more diffi- 
culty. The reasons are not far to seek but 
are of the utmost importance in relation to 
the United States. They shed considerable 
light upon the growth of public opinion in 
this country and upon its future. 

Public opinion is, of course, the result of 
the communication of ideas between people, 
and every factor making this communication 
easy or difficult is of ptramount importance. 
Obviously, it is easier to reach people living 
within a few miles of each other than to 
establish any sort of constant intercourse 
between people scores or hundreds of miles 
apart. The size of the area of the state 
was all-influential. 

The number of people was scarcely less 
significant. The fewer the number, the 
easier to let them know about affairs. The 
denser the population, the more difficult. 
Twenty thousand people also have fewer 
problems to solve than 100,000 have. 

A third fact is less apparent. The prob- 
lems of a larger area and population are 
in and of themselves more complicated, more 
numerous, more difficult to understand, 
more difficult to solve, more difficult to 
agree about. The study of political science 
has convinced modern minds that the people 
will act only when they feel that they do 
understand; when they are puzzled or con- 
fused they refuse to act and we call that— 
wrongly—a failure of public opinion. The 
people at large have not always been right 
when they have acted, but they always be- 
lieved that they were. 

It is, therefore, true that the fairest field 
for the development of public opinion was 
in small states. Democracy was believed in 
the eighteenth century possible only in small 
states and, when the Constitution of the 
United States proposed to establish a democ- 
racy for 4,000,000 people, with more to come, 
many conservative and well-read men in 
America felt that it was the maddest ex- 
periment ever tried and, in the light of 
history, certain to fail. Did they not know 
that, public opinion of the sort they were 
talking about had never before existed 
except in small states—small in area and 
in population? 


. . . 
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The Greek city states, a few square miles 
in area and with thousands of people only, 


- furnished the ideal conditions for popular 


action, for public opinion, and for thé share 


- of all citizens in government. Rome in the _ 


early republic was also a small city state, 
and its unity of opinion made possible its 
conquest of Italy. Italy itself is not a large 
area, and this made possible its organization 
by the Romans into a state so superior to 
others in its unity and policy that it was 
able to conquer the ancient world. But the 
very conquest and victory destroyed the con- 
ditions on which it rested: the Roman Em- 
pire became too large for public opinion 
and with too many and too varied a popu- 
lation to be really united. 

The city states of the Middle Ages dupli- 
cated the conditions of Greece and rivalled 
in popular government and on the 
ancient achievements. London, Paris, Ham- 
burg, Venice, Genoa, Pisa, Florence, to name 
only a few, were noted for their popular 
solidity and success. Here public opinion 
was a real and a dominant factor, as many 
a King and Emperor found to his cost. 

The smaller states of Europe also devel- 


. oped a definite public opinion. Switzerland, 


one of the most f was one of the 
smallest in size and population. Denmark, 
Holland and Belgium were also small. The 


first of the larger states to succeed in devel- 
oping public opinion and action was also the 
smallest—England. In France, there were 
too many people on too large an area to 
reach agreement on anything for centuries; 
France was not even a political unit until 
1456, after Joan of Arc and the Hundred 
Years’ War. 

Germany and Austria-Hungary, large 
areas and really populous, fell apart into 
separate states, themselves of good size in 
many instances. They treated each other 
as separate nations and did not achieve the 
fundamental agreement underlying any na- 
tional public opinion until the nineteenth 
century—the decision to live together as one 
hation. It was Bismarck who unified Ger- 
many, and Austria-Hungary came together 
only to fall apart, if indeed it can be said 
that it ever was one country. On other 
subjects than politics, there has been plenty 


of public opinion in Germany and Austria, - 


and there can be little doubt that the public 
mind in Germany has in crises like the 
Reformation shaped the country’s destinies. 
Nevertheless, its influence has been always 
less in quantity and in quality than in the 
smaller states. 


Indeed, it is clear that public opinion 
became the dominant factor only in the 
small states and that the smaller the state 
the earlier it became dominant., Physically,

tions before the ra cf 

In the early Middle Ages, only in 
the city states was it possible. Then, in the 
later Middle Ages, it developed in Switzer- 
land, Denmark, Holland and England. The 
fact that England was an island seems to 
have aided the growth of her unity of 
thought and action. The people also lived 
mainly close together in southern and 
eastern England within easy reach of one 
another. 

Scholars have concluded that the organi- 
zation and character of the Italian city 
states, their small size and population, made 
possible the growth of the Renaissance in 
Italy. The fact that the greatest scholar 
of the Renaissance, Erasmus, was a Dutch- 
man, is also significant. The Reformation 
was a success in the small states, a total 
failure in the large. Is this not because it 
could not succeed without a definite public 
opinion behind it? At Geneva, Calvin suc- 
ceeded; Knox did in little Scotland. Pro- 
testantism- swept Denmark, Sweden and 
Holland. The small north German states 
accepted it; the large south German states 
rejected it. In France, it was a total failure, 
the Huguenots remaining to this day a small 
minority.. In Spain and Italy, it failed. 

In the smaller states, too, public opinion 
first began to deal with the details of gov- 
ernment, with minor events and individual 
cases. In other words, it is in the small 
states that public opinion came to deal 
with —— besides crises. Self-govern- 
ment on a national scale appeared in Swit- 
zerland, in England, in Holland. Nor should 
we forget the rise of democratic govern- 
ment at the same time in our own small, 
widely separated Américan colonies.

‘ CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—Prof. Harry 
D. -Gideonse of the economics de-

who was not an employe. In con- 
sequence a strike was called, and 
the mill has been closed ever since. 
The Labor Board found that the 
action of the management was in 
violation of that part of the Recov- 
ery Act, which provides “that em- 
ployes shall have the right to or- 
ganize and bargain. collectively 
through representatives of their 
own choosing and _ shall be free 
from the interference, restraint or 
coercion of employers or their 
agents.” It also ruled that the man- 
agement had violated the cotton 
textile code, which contains the 
same language. 

Ruling by the Board. 
“We rule, therefore, that the em- 
ployes may choose anyone they 
wish as their representatives,” the 
board stated. “We rule, further, 
that the respondent’s refusal to 
deal with representatives of the 
employes, unless these representa- 
tives are workers in the mill, is an 
attempt to interfere with and re- 
strain employes in the designation 
of their representatives. 
“We recommend that the strike 
be ended, and that the employes 
return to work. We recommend 
that all employes be re-employed 
without discrimination, and_ that 
the respondent deal with the rep- 
resentatives chosen by them.” 
Should the management fail to 
comply with the board’s ruling, the 
NRA has a number of recourses 
under the recovery act. It could 
ask the Department of Jus- 
tice to prosecute the employer 
for violation of the Recovery Act. 
It could also declare the company 
no longer a signatory of the code, 
and thus deprive it of all the 
privileges and immunities from the 
anti-trust act contained in the code.

notes because the banks had said 
they had no way of determining the 
actual value of the collateral and 
wished added security. The Post-

He was counting on a board of di- 
rectors which would act as a pro- 
tective committee for policy-hold- 
ers, something that did not come 
about; instead the directors con- 
tinued to represent the stockhold- 
ers. 

Says State Should Have Acted. 

“The State should have taken 
over the company,” Thompson ad- 
mitted. “But under our law the 
only way that could be done was 
through receivership. I consulted 
many leading authorities on life in- 
surance, frankly telling them the 
company’s conditign, and they rec- 
ommended -that we try to work out 
the problem without a receivership. 
I knew I would be criticised if l 
did not put the company in receiv- 
ership, and I thought I would have 
been more severely criticised if lI 
had taken that action. I think 
there should be a law that would 
permit the State to take over and 
operate a life insurance company 
without the formality of a receiver- 
ship. 

“Seeking a solution of the prob- 
lem, I tried to find new capital 
willing to step in and reinsure Mis- 
souri State Life without a receiver- 
ship. I discussed it with other 
large insurance companies but 
could not get them interested. 

“I approached David M. Milton 
and Walter W. Head, whose com- 
pany, the General American Life 
Insurance Co., has now purchased 
Missouri State assets, because I 
knew they were interested in get- 
ting into the insurance business. 
They made a very thorough study 
of the company, inspecting many of 
its properties. Their answer was 
that they would not take over the 
old.company. They were interested 
only in buying assets at present 
market values.” 

Questioned on Impairment. 

Thompson was asked how it was 
that the latest valuation of the 
company’s assets by official exam- 
iners showed impairment of some 
$29,000,000, where only 18 months 
earlier his examiners had placed 
the impairment at about $7,400,000, 
including loss of capital and sur- 
plus. 

He said the earlier valuation was 
on the basis of “convention values,” 
that is, the potentiai or possible fu- 
ture value of property devoted to 
ordinary uses, ahd the later one 
was on the “present market value” 
basis. 

The present Insurance Superin- 
tendent, R. Emmet O'Malley, has 
been criticised by insurance com- 
missioners of some other states for 
using market values. Thompson 
said Milton and his associates re- 
fused to buy on any other basis;

TWO KANSANS HELD FOR TRIAL 
ON BOND FORGERY CHARGES 


Broker and Employe Returned to 
Jail in Default of $50,000 
Bond Each. 

By the Associated Press. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 13.—Two 
principals in Kansas’ million-dollar 
bogus municipal securities investi- 
gation, Ronald Finney, youthful 
bond broker and _ speculator, and 
his employe, Leland Caldwell, were 
held for trial after their prelimi- 
nary hearing yesterday on charges 
of forging and selling spurious 
bonds. They were réturned to 
jail in default of bail, fixed at $50,- 
000 for each by Judge Allen Mey- 
ers. 

Defense lawyers were unsuccess- 
ful in an attempt to have two sep- 
arate cases in which Finney and 
Caldwell are charged jointly with 
the forgery and sale of a $30,000 
issue of City of Hutchinson bonds 
and a $20,000 issue of Salina Board 
of Education bonds, consolidated 
for trial. 

Finney and Caldwell also are 
charged jointly with Tom B. Boyd, 
State Treasurer, whose office has 
been under martial law since early 
in the investigation, with the use 
of the mails in a scheme to defraud 
the State and a Chicago brokerage 
firm, and to obtain $286,000 from the 
concern. The two have been una- 
ble to provide $25,000 bail each in 
the Federal case.

SOMEWHERE. Real estate is al- 
ready so heavily taxed that to own 
it is a liability.

When it is proposed to put more 
taxes on the stock exchange, Mr.

We have paid too heavily in 
things much more precious than 
money—in courage, endurance, in- 
itiative, patience, good old “hoss” 
sense.

Jackie opened the 
game on the slab and disposed of 
Pepper Martin on a grounder. She 
also came to bat in the first inning 
and went out on a pop to Durocher 
at short. 
This is the way she dopes out her 
future: 


“The Lookouts are a farm for the 
Washington Senators. Since I 
proved my ability by striking out 
Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig in an 
exhibition game with the New 
York Yankees, and my batting av- 
erage is around .400, I believe I 
could qualify and might be signed 
by a major league team and might 
some day get to play in a world 
series, if Judge Landis hadn’t ruled 
against my playing in major 
league ball. He doesn’t give any 
reason for his ruling, either,” she 
pouted. 

It was the only shadow of a 
frown that crossed her pleasant 
sun-tanned face, however, as she 
sat in the office of Sam Breadon 
at Sportsman’s Park and sketched 
her career.
